The Irokee

Far off in the high Himalaya Mountains of India there lived an ancient civilization. It had 
been cut off from the rest of the world for so long that no one knew that it existed. Its people 
were living in the dark ages, using crude instruments to get food and to do other tasks. They knew 
not of what lied beyond their village for the mountains were too high to climb.

All of a sudden from the direction of the entrance to the 
cave they heard a loud roar. 

The men ran to the entrance, only to find it guarded by the Irokee. There was no way out. The 
men took pictures of the animal, each time the camera flashed the Irokee was temporarily blinded. 
But this enraged the animal and he began to try to grab the men. 

The first few attempts failed, but on the fifth try he succeeded in getting one of the men in 
his grasp. His mighty hand closed and then there was the sound of bones breaking. Then he re- 
leased his hold and the man fell to the ground; his ribs, neck and backbone were crushed. 

The Irokee then started after the other man and the Indian guide. He easily overtook them, 
picked them both up in his two hands and crushed them in the same way as he had crushed the one 
before. 

And so the mountain climbers never returned, and no one ever found out about the lost Indian 
civilization or about the Irokee.
